“Yes, sir; Lam healthy and, strong. My 
appetite is good, especially at dinner time, 
On wakingin the morning I take a cup of 
eoffee anda roll in bed and then attend 
to my household duties, but at 
dinner I have what you might call a raven- 
ous appetite. At that nieal eat very 
heartily indeed. I sometimes take a cup of 
tea in the evening, but very rarely.” 

“How do you account for the fact that 
your health is net shattered by your in- 
somnia?’ 

“Really, [can’t explain it,’’ said the lady,

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The A tempt to Fasten the Crime on Another 
Foiled by a Detective. 


Don Pedro Canosa was a wealthy ban'er 
residing near Fort Tunas, Mexico, and be- 
loved by all who knew him. On the morn- 
ing of July the 18th, 1881, the police author- 
ities were informed thatthe banker was 
dendhad been murdered the night before, 
while he slept.

Searce'y an bour had passed when 
a carriage d.,ove up to the door, and the 
widow of afew hours, who hed been ona 
yisit to some relations, entered the reom and 
threw herself. with a piereing cry, upon the 
corpse of her husband. Senora was dash- 
neiy beautiful. and might have 
warmth of twenty-three summers. 
height was medium, her eyes clear, ark and 
restiess, and glossy curls fell majestically 
over her rounded shoulders. 


Her agony was fearful, and while she 
shrieked for merey an officer entered the 
room having Pablo in eustody. They were 
conveyed to jail, and pending their trial they 
made a fall confession, 

Senora on the night of the murder secret- 
lv left the house of her relative and stole to 
the room of her husband and killed him 
while he slept. Antonio stole thé dagger 
from the room of Senorita Miguel. Thus did 
they endeavor to fasten the guilt on the un- 
fortunate young girl. souh were sentenced 
to imprisonment for life. One morning the 
jailer found Senora dead in her cell, she hav- 
ing cut an artery the night before and bled 
to death. Senor Canosa had, a few months 
before his death, made a will, in which he 
bequeathed a large bulk of his fortune to his 
Victim, Senorita Miguel.

‘The chief cause of the 
helpless jstate of poverty in which he found 
himse!f was the failure of the potato crop. 
He had no stock, neither cattle nor sheep, 
withough be might put two hundred sheep 
on tae mountain.

—the holdings are all miserably smatl—on 
the death of his father, sixteen years ago. 
His father used to have three or four head of 
eattle and about ten sheep, but these had 
sraduaily disappeared, chiefly during the 
vst few years. If he had eapital to buy 
twenty or thirty sheep he could get on well. 
My secoud tnterview was with a man 
whose wife was siek; he had no family. He 
was himself living on Indian meal bread; it 
was long since he had tasted miik, hor was 
there any miik tobe had near him. Few of 
his neighvors had cows, and even where 
there were cows they were not at present 
giving milk. His wife did not like the 
indian meal, and as long as he had potatoes 
sje used them, her diet being varied occasi- 
onally by Derry “‘slates” (@ coarse kind of 
biscuit) and @ little coffee.
